delay action until next

when the measure will have pre- 
cedence as a special order of busi- 
ness. 
Assemblyman Sigman (P), Two 


Rivers, co-author of the bill, previ- 
ously had objected to a Democratic 
inove to postpone consideration un- 
til Friday. 


Sigman said he had been advised 


that an attempt would be. made to 
"amend the bill to death." 


Provisions Of Bill 


i The measure sets up a state la- 
bor relations board, gives it juris- 
diction in industrial disputes and 
forbids employers engaging in un- 
fair trade practices enumerated in 
the bill. It was sponsored by the 
Wisconsin Federation of Labor. 


ISie assembly labor committee, in 


reporting it out for passage, drew 
a substitute which added the main- 
tenance of "labor spies" and "black- 
listing" of union men to the long 
list of unfair practices. 


A number of legislators 
were 


ready to offer amendments today 
but the postponement intervened. 
The house decreed that all amend- 
ments be placed in the clerk's hands 
tonight so they may be available in 
printed form Tuesday. 


"Tlhis is a very serious matter, 


Grass said, in moving for delay. "I 
do not believe we should attempt to 
rush through an important bill 
such as this merely in the interest 
of a short sessioru" 


Seeks Quick Action 


Sigman contended the bill is sub- 


stantially the same as the one be- 
fore the legislature two years ago 
and that assemblymen should be 
sufficiently familiar with it to vote 
promptly. 
The bill attracted hundreds to a 


public hearing last week and many 
of its provisions drew concerted 
opposition from employers. 
One 


specific objection was that it placed 
no restrictions on workers. Another 
'was directed at the provision for 
complete majority rule over min- 
orities in the selection of employe 
bargaining representatives. 


Assemblyman 
Thomson, (R), 


Richland Center, introduced a sub- 
stitute intended to meet many of 
the objections raised at the bear- 
ing.

employers, to abide by the terms of 
collective bargaining .agreements. 
U. S. Revenue in State 


Shows Large Increase 


Washington —(iP)— Internal reve- 


nue collections in Wisconsin, to- 
day, showed an increase of almost 
$11,000.000 in 1936 compared with 
treasury department reported to- 
1935. 


Last year the government col- 


lected S63.496.208.93 in Wisconsin 
against 352,241,377.11 in 1935. Collec- 
tions under the agricultural adjust- 
ment act showed a big decrease, as 
in other states, but in contrast, oth- 
er tax collections offset this loss. 
Taxes under the AAA amounted to 
$2,738,920.01 in 1935 and only $21,- 
553.90 last year. 


Corporations in 1935 paid income 


taxes of $7,894,803.01 compared to 
$10.285,602.96 last year while indi- 
vidual income taxes rose from 55,- 
711.012.03 in 1935 to $6,444,123.72 last 
year. 


Miscellaneous revenue, however, 


accounted for most of the total in- 
crease by bringing in $46,744,928.35 
last year compared to $35,896,642.06 
in 1935.

"This Nighthawk feller knowed 


I stole a motor car over by Rolla, 
(Mo.)," Kenyon drawled. "He said 
if I didn't write the ransom note 
he'd turn me in." 


"So I done it. Then the federals 


caught me in the post office mail- 
ing it. And that's all I had to do 
•with the business. I don't know this 
here doctor and I never saw him." 


Kenyon was rushed here imme- 


diately after the doctor's body was 
found in mountain roadside brush- 
land 14 miles southwest of Willow 
Springs in the dark dawn of yes- 
terday.

downward, bore two bullet wounds 
in the head and four in the body.

The num- 
ber of cases of syphilis in com- 
municable form reported to the 
State Board of Health has been cut 
in hall during the last 15 years. In 
1920 there were 644 cases reported 
to the State Boaid of Health and in 
1935 only 317 cases in communica- 
ble form were reported to the 
board.

Other 
clothing that cannot be salvaged is 
cut up and the usable strips and 
buttons titilizcd " 


The storeioom has guen aid to 


persons of all ages. Young couples 
needing temporary help to get mar- 
ried and old couples who have DO 
one else to turn to for aid have 
benefited from generous Appleton 
citizens who have donated clothes 
to the council.

Army engineers who are direct- 


ing the nation's greatest anti-flood 
offensive remained confident of. vie-, 
tory but pointed out.the crests -now 
passing Cairo, HI., will hit hundreds 
of miles of burdened, untested le- 
vees before they reach the gulf 
some two •weeks hence.

the 1,000-mile sweep from Cairo to 
New Orleans and there was no re- 
laxation of effort among the 120,000 
pick and shovel laborers working 
day and night on the embankments 
protecting" the south's most fertile 
farm lands.

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TRY YOUR OWN SOLUTION 


OF A STRIKE 


If the sit-down strike and its solution, 


or the solution of any other industrial dis- 
pute, is bothering anyone that person may 
indulge in healthy menial gymnastics by 
trying a solution of his own. 


He may treat such a situation accord- 


ing to law: or he may treat it according 
to labor's hopes or expectations; or he 
may evolve some new theory that may be 
of immense benefit to mankind or be use- 
ful only to kindle a fire. 


Certainly the leaders in the Lewis un- 


ion know the law on the subject pretty 
•well, probably as well as any practicing 
lawyer. They know that if General Mo- 
tors receives its legal rights they cannot 
persist to idle in its plants. Their rights 
are limited by law to "peaceful picketing" 
which does not include the right of mass 
picketing, rioting, the hurling of stones, 
nor even the hurling of epithets. 


So much for the law. Since it is thus 


written courts must so enforce it or be 
recreant to their trust. Here, however, 
one may stop and remark that the legisla- 
tors have the right to make laws and the 


• courts only the right to enforce them. 


Now as to labor's expectations—When 


it undertook the sit-down procedure it 
must have figured that it •would find some 
vulnerable spot in the huge machine we 
•call government that might be thrown out 
of gear by reason of favoritism of some 
official, judge, governor, sheriff or other 
person entrusted with authority. 


But if General Motors appeals to the 


law and receives the mandates 
from 


courts to -which it is presently entitled, the 
authorities must move against the sit- 
downers with force of numbers. And then 
what? Will the strikers resist with mon- 
key wrench and crowbar and perhaps 
with gun? And if they do shall the forces 
of the law employ methods that might 
pile up the shelves in the morgue and 
make funerals necessary? 


Now we have arrived at real difficulty. 


And if we do not observe that the ques- 
tion is confused and knotty then we have 
missed important pages of our own his- 
tory. 


If lives of workers are sacrificed, how- 


ever mistaken or untenable the position 
they have taken, the community will re- 
gret it for a long time to come. There are 
a great many considerations that should 
slow down the arm of the law in demand- 
ing its pound of flesh. They are considera- 
tions that cannot be weighed in courts 
but must be weighed among men. Those 
involved upon the wrong side from the 
law's standpoint are otherwise good citi- 
zens whose government has been unable 
to find a method satisfactory to them of 
composing their differences of opinions 
with employers. They are convinced for 
some reason that they are in the right. 
The problem we know by experience can- 
not be decided by scowling countenances 
or pounding fists on tables. 


Before those who represent the law. 


either as petitioner or otherwise, give the 
word to advance they should reflect upon 
the fact that workers' organizations are 
substantially responsible in America for 
the long avenues of attractive homes and 
the warmly clad and housed families of 
those who hve on those avenues and work 
for wages. Thus these organizations have 
played a very material part in securing 
something 
approaching justice in this 


great industrialized camp we call Amer- 
ica. 


The sit-down strike itself is wrong. 


_ Support can nowhere be found for it. A 


minority strike that closes up a plant is 
unusually wrong. But the General Motors 
situation, while it may be more easily dis- 
posed of because the tactics pursued by a 
minority there cannot be tolerated, never- 
theless but dimly screens the major prob- 
lem for America to decide: What shall be 
done when men go on strike in order that 
both sides may be treated fairly during 
the period of their dispute and prevented 


,- from taking undue advantage of the other 


•while their negotiations are in progress? 


Is not the conclusion forcing itself up- 


on the public that the interests of all will 


, be" best served by closing down the plant 
in any majority strike so long as the safe- 
ty o'f the public is not endangered by the 
closing?

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Eights, it may be answered, are defined 
by law in, the interest of the great ma- 
jority who are constantly striving both in 
theory and fact for justice. 


The industrialist need not think he is 


getting so much the worst of it when his 
plant is closed except as his pride is in- 
jured. Actually he is often saving money 
by the closing. Nor should he imagine 
that the strikers are enjoying themselves 
even if they do turn an impish face and 
force a snicker when they pass the plant. 
They aren't dancing around the sitting 
room at home when the plant fires are 
out. 


With both sides of such a controversy 


somewhat equally in pain, and more 
equally armed for negotiation by the pro- 
cedure indicated, is it not evident that 
the necessary -agreement of peace will be 
forthcoming quicker and in more just 
form through this procedure than other- 
wise? 


If this procedure is an indulgence to 


the workers need it be so jealously with- 
held when we consider that nearly a cen- 
tury of experience has shown us the diffi- 
culty of the problem and that those in- 
volved are the same men who made Val- 
ley Forge imperishable in American his- 
tory, who held the thin line of blue at 
Gettysburg 
and Antietani and whose 


bones lie at San Juan and Chateau-Thier- 
ry. 


GETTING READY FOR THE 


NEXT WAR 


. A fund campaign with the sanction of 
the Bishop of Brooklyn has been started 
in order to provide for stricken Catholics 
in Spain. 


The announcement is made: 


"The Reds of this country have done 


their part to win the battle in Spain. 
They deserve credit for their loyalty, 
vicious as it is. Have the Catholics done 
the same for the Catholics? Have they 
done anything at all?" 
The article then reviews the plight of 


religion under President Azana, the chaos 
and anarchy that reigned before the civil 
war began and the murder and pillage 
that were tolerated by the Socialists. No 
doubt an excellent case can be made in 
this regard. The most impartial investiga- 
tors on the spot, some of them even So- 
cialists, have taken no issue against the 
charge of the failure of the socalled loyal- 
ist government to protect its political op- 
ponents and of the general collapse of law 
and order. 


But America must decide very care- 


fully the extent of its assistance to either 
party engaged in this bloody struggle and 
then resolutely pursue that policy toward 
all parties. 


Appeals for assistance to suffering 


non-combatants will find sensitive soil. If 
the collections could be limited to the 
purposes outlined perhaps no harm might 
ensue. But can they be so restricted?

York contributed several thousand dollars 
to the Reds, asserting the gift was for am- 
bulances and the like. But how can they 
restrict their gift? And are not ambulanc- 
es or bandages or medicines or any other 
sort of relief capable of being diverted? 


The affair takes the country back 20 


years. Sympathizers with the central Eur- 
opean powers were sending packages of 
foodstuffs and the like through Scandi- 
navian or other neutral countries. Ameri- 
cans went to Canada and volunteered for 
action. Others created ambulance corps 
in France. Still others sifted through the 
battle lines and took up guns for Ger- 
many. 


All this activity upon the part of 


Americans had its result back here at 
home. It was well played up by the .na- 
tions then involved in the war. It tended 
to make rival camps, almost rival parties, 
in this country. And since the allied na- 
tions had the great advantage of com- 
munication and transportation it redound- 
ed materially to their benefit. 


Tf there is such a thing as neutrality, 


and if America intends to remain neutral 
in case this Spanish powder keg blows 
up. it will be best to abstain entirely from 
lending assistance to either side. Except 
as precisely the same assistance is ren- 
dered the other. 


After al] we have plenty of people suf- 


fering in this country without looking to 
Spain for somebody's wounds to bind up.

did not understand, no physician or 
scientific authority has educed evi- 
dence to prove that such poisoning 
occurs in an individual who can 
still walk about. Some old fogies 
still 
in practice, and plenty of 


quacks and nostrum mongers, ex- 
ploit the idea today. As long as this 
morbid concept is taken seriously 
by any considerable number of un- 
tutored victims, the physic habit 
•will prevail. Were it not for the 
haunting fear of dire effects from 
such "poisoning" any victim of the 
constipation 
or physic habit. 
I 


should think, might readily break 
the habit and free himself for life 
by simply ceasing to interfere with 
nature's control of digestion. 


I know the obstinacy of the lay- 


man's notions about this, and no 
wonder, for how could he have any 
other ideas in view of what he has 
always been taught? But I know, 
too, how uniformly successful vic- 
tims of the habit are in gaining 
their freedom if they can be cajol- 
ed or persuaded to resist the im- 
pulse to resort to the customary 
pill or other artifice for five days 
in succession. It takes a good deal 
of cajolery and persuasion—that's 
why I got out the booklet, "The 
Constipation Habit," which sets you 
back a dime and a stamped envel- 
ope bearing your address, but then, 
what do you pay per month for 
physic?

ful by-effects. A mother today says 
"When either of my children, aged 
three and six years, contract a cold. 
I immediately dose them with—" 
and she names a nostrum which be- 
numbs sensation, kills pain, but has 
no remedial value so far as we 
know.

strange results in not a fexV in- 
stances — edema of lips, eyelids, 
nose, face, swelling of tongue, hives, 
nausea, cyanosis. Surely no physi- 
cian would advise dosing children 
with such stuff 
in any circum- 


stances.

Probably 
few men in American history have 
written for as big an audience on so 
many important topics within a sin- 
gle period of vital history. 


But 
"Dick" Probert's writing 


ability was unknown to any except 
a few in his own profession. He was 
in charge of,the staff sent by the 
"A P." to Vera Cruz after Ameri- 
can naval forces occupied that port 
and he accompanied President Wil- 
son on the steamer George Wash- 
ington to France and directed the 
staff of reporters who covered the 
Paris peace conference for the As- 
sociated Press 


When President Wilson retired 


from office, he donated to Reporter 
Probert the famous sheep which 
grazed on the White House lawn. 
Probert' was the confidant of Mr. 
Wilson during the trying days of 
the peace conference 
and . after- 


wards. After 22 years of service for 
the Associated Press, he went into 
the railroad business—an early at- 
tachment For in his boyhood he 
had been a fireman He became a 
waim friend in those days of a lo- 
comotive engincci—J.. J. Bernet— 
who was destined many years later 
to become the head of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio railway, an organ- 
ization in which Probert became 
vice president in 1927. 


Went in Railroading 


So after covering some of the 


most important news stories of his 
day, having been the chief of the 
all-important bureau of the Associ- 
ated Press in the national capital, 
Probert turned to railroading, but 
with a definite idea that news prin- 
ciples could be introduced in a de- 
velopment 
department 
of a big 


transportation system. Incidentally, 
it was he who invented the slogan 
"sleep like a kitten," which became 
the theme of the C & O.'s passenger 
announcements 


It happens to be 13 years ago yes- 


terday that President Wilson died, 
and Probert's passing comes by co- 
incidence in the same week. 
His 


wife died just a year ago. Probert 
had'rio surviving relatives and, ex- 
cept for his business associates and 
former colleagues 
in 
newspaper 


work, he probably is known by a 
handful of people, relatively speak- 
ing. 


Yet his writings for 
nearly a 


score of years were the mainstay 
of Associated Press dispatches from 
Washington to the many millions of 
readers of newspapers which re- 
ceive the Associated Press service. 
Nowadays, the Associated Press and 
other press associations sign the 
dipatches of the reporters, 
espe- 


cially on important happenings, so 
that the anonymity which Probert 
experienced is a thing of the past. 


Remarkable Reporter 


"Dick" Probert had an amazing 


faculty, duplicated by few men in 
his profession. It was a skill of im- 
promptu expression akin to that of 
the present-day radio announcers. 
He could sit at a typewriter and 
move his "copy" sheet after sheet to 
a telegraph wire without editing 
or changing his phrases. He knew 
what he wanted to say and could 
put down his thoughts on a type- 
writer faster than any other man in 
Washington. His fluency of style yet 
simplicity of expression were mod- 
els for the younger writers to imi-

6 to 8 people in each room and up 
to noon today the marooned inside 
were not being removed. The water 
is receding so slowly that it will be 
a few days before they can walk 
out. Rehabilitation will take months. 
Where those people will go, 230.000 
who have lost their places to live, 
is problematical. 


People Cut off 


"We are, at the present writing, 


completely cut off from everywhere 
with the exception of the train to 
Lexington and of course now, to 
Cinncinnati.

everyday with the exception of one 
day, since I returned (Dec. 20). It 
is very warm here.
